1. The Secret State Police (Gestapo). 
The first step for tho formation of the Gestapo in place of 

the political police of the individual provinees took place in 
Prussia through the law for the establishment of a Gestapo office of 

25 April 1937. Under the same dateline a circular deeree of the 

rusian Minister of the Interior was issued for the reorranizetion of 
the political police, which settled the individual dubics and powcrs 

of the Gestapo office, and which established a stnto police agency as 8 
subordinate auxiliary organizztion of the Gestapo in every zovrernment 
district (Regierunesbezirk) of Prussia. The founder and chicf of the 
Gestapo in Prusia was Minister President Hermann GOERTG, In tho spring 
of 1954 the state police agoncics were separated from their orzanize— 
tional connections with the provincial rovernmonts (Bezirisresicrun-en) or 
the State Police administrations by circular door c of tho Minister 
President and Chief of the Gestapo, and apprintcd independont author 

stics of the Gestapo. 

Parallel to this development in Prussia, Reichleader 55, MMnrich 
HIMMLIR, had created the Bavarian Police in Bavaria, and also Sugmested 
directed the organization of Policial Police rrencics in the re- 
maining provinces outside of Pruasin, The uniform coordination of the 

political police of all the provinces then took place in the spring
